Tasteful Naming i 


It is easy to understand how a sense of 
uneasiness has developed in the mind of

‘Throughout the world the naming of 
racehorses appears to be an art in itself, 
apparently based on some form of equine 
ancestor worship, which often produces 
remarkable results. The practice might 
result in a horse whose parents were 
named, say, King’s Chamber and Elaine 
being designated. Chamberlain, which 
would appear to be a very happy combina- 
tion of the parental cognomens, Obviously 
the name would have no reference what- 
ever to the British Prime Minister, but 
one shudders to think what might happen 
if Chamberlain romped home at long odds 
on any German racecourse.
